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SHOCK OVER 
BOAT DEATH 


Brother's warning over dangers 
of carbon monoxide poisoning

THE brother of a man, who died in his 
canal boat along with his dog, fears 
that carbon monoxide may have killed 
him. 

Shaun Mason paid tribute to his brother 
Ian Mason - known to friends as Spike - 
and warned of the importance of having a 
carbon monoxide alarm. 

Spike, 63, was found dead, along with his 
Staffordshire Bull Terrier, Milly, last Thursday 
at about 1.30pm. His neighbours had raised 
the alarm. 

South Central Ambulance Service and 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
attended. 

Police are treating the death as 
unexplained, but say it is not suspicious. An 
inquest has yet to be opened. 

Dad-of-four Mr Mason, himself a boater 
in the Banbury area, said: "He was a 
character. Larger than life. 

"He was the boy about town when he 
was younger. But he loved living on the 
canal and he loved the community. 

"He loved the summer and hated the 
winter. 


"He was well respected. Some say a 
loveable rogue." 

The 51-year-old added: "I don't think 
there was adequate ventilation on his boat. 

"A carbon monoxide alarm is essential, 
absolutely. And they are cheap to get. 

"Go and get one - this type of incident 
happens too easily." 

Mr Mason said that the post-mortem 
examination had been inconclusive, so he 
did not know for sure if his brother had died 
from carbon monoxide poisoning. 

He said Spike, a retired welder who was 
originally from East London, had had the 
boat for about five years. 

He added: "He had more pleasure in the 
last five years than the previous 20. He felt 
part of the canal community. 

"It is a tribute to boaters - the community 
they have here is phenomenal." 

Boaters on the Oxford Canal in Tramway 
Road, Banbury, where Spike's boat was 


moored, also paid tribute to Spike and his 
dog, Milly. 

Neighbour Wendy Cairns said: "He is 
going to be really missed. It was a great 
shock. He was a smashing guy." 

Chris and Joy Wren, who live on a 
neighbouring boat, raised the alarm last 
Thursday when they looked through his 
window and saw Spike slumped in his chair. 

Mr Wren said: "Those who knew Spike 
and Milly regarded them with great 
affection. Spike was always ready with a 
cheery wave, smile and chat as people 
passed by. He was also only too willing to 
give help when needed." 

Watch manager John Callaway from the 
fire and rescue service said: "Although the 
cause of this tragic incident has yet to be 
determined and is an ongoing investigation 
by the police, there are a number of 
appliances common to both boats and 
caravans (as well as houses) that have the 
ability to produce toxic fumes. 

"It is our advice that all such equipment 
is professionally installed by a qualified 
technician and serviced regularly in 
accordance with the manufacturer's 
instructions. 

"We also recommend that both smoke 
and carbon monoxide alarms are fitted and 
tested weekly."

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■ Greenpeace campaigner spent 100 days in Russia after arrest 


Activist tells of relief 
to be back at home 


FOR 100 days he was apart from his loved 
ones, and spent Christmas Day separated 
from his family. 

But Greenpeace activist Phil Ball has welcomed 
in the New Year with his nearest and dearest after 
being released from a Russian prison. 

The 42-year-old, from Milton-under-Wychwood, 
was one of Greenpeace's 'Arctic 30', held prisoner 
by the Russian authorities after trying to board a 
Russian oil platform to protest about drilling in the 
Arctic. 

He spent two months in a Russian cell after being 
charged with piracy in September before being 
freed to await his court hearing, staying in a St 
Petersburg hotel. 

After 100 days in Russia, he was finally reunited 
with his family after being granted an amnesty. 

He was met by brother Steve at London's St 
Pancras railway station on December 27. 

He was greeted by his mother, Ruth, at Charlbury 
train station, before an emotional reunion at 
midnight with his partner and three children, two 
boys aged nine and seven and a daughter aged 
three, who Mr Ball wishes to remain unnamed. 

Mr Ball said: "It has been an emotional time for 
everybody at home but it's great to be able to get 
back to normal. 

"The kids were real lly excited too. 

"It wasn't tearful. It was just great to be with them 
again and give them a big hug." 

He said he was still drained from his tough ordeal 
in a Russian cell, which he described as a "horrible 
place".

The Arctic 30 were detained in the Russian port 
of Murmansk and questioned before being 
transferred to a St Petersburg prison in November. 

They were released on bail about 10 days later. 

Mr Ball said he feared the worst as he potentially 
faced 15 years in a Russian cell, and said he could 
only relax once he had been given an amnesty. 

But he said the support from family and friends 
kept him going and he was now more committed 
than ever to carrying on campaigning. 

He said: "I am more determined than before to

try to make a change. I will continue to campaign 
on the subject of drilling in the Arctic. 

"But I won't be climbing an oil rig in Russia 
again. I don't want to go back to Russia again." 

Mr Ball, who is a freelance cameraman, said he 
had learnt a great deal about himself during the 
experience. 

Brother Steve, 44, from Enstone, said: "Obviously 
it was a relief. We applauded the activists as they 
came in. 

"I let him have a chat with the press and then 
when no-one was watching I went round and we 
hugged. 

"I was just really pleased he was safe."

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Man assaulted 
in the street in 
morning attack 

A MAN was chased down a residential 
street and punched in the face on New 
Year’s Day. 

The 24-year-old victim was walking in 
West Street, Banbury, in the direction of 
Middleton Road at about 8.15am when 
he was chased by another man. 

The victim fell over, after which the 
offender, who had glass in his hand, 
punched him in the face several times. 

He was treated for cuts and a 
puncture wound to his face at the town’s 
Horton General Hospital. 

The offender was white, about 6ft tall, 
with light mousey-coloured hair, clean 
shaven and about 18. He was wearing a 
tracksuit and dark jacket. 

Investigating officer PC Matthew 
Oaten said: “The incident occurred in a 
residential street, so I would appeal to 
anyone who may have witnessed the 
assault to contact police.”

A new look at 
protecting the 
court witnesses 


VULNERABLE sex crime victims could get bet¬ 
ter protection when questioned in court under 
plans drawn up following the Oxford groom¬ 
ing gang trial. 

The Operation Bullfinch case saw six vul¬ 
nerable young women give evidence against 
their abusers at the Old Bailey last year. 

The witnesses often broke down in tears 
during questioning by defence barristers and 
the case led to calls for pre-recorded cross- 
examinations and barristers to undergo com¬ 
pulsory training. 

Now former chief prosecutor Keir Starmer 
has said he would advise Labour on introduc¬ 
ing legislation, should the party win power in 
2015, to give greater protections to vulnerable 
witnesses in court. 

Mr Starmer, director of public prosecutions 
last year, will also look at making it a legal 
obligation for the police and prosecutors to 
keep crime victims informed about the 
progress of investigations. 

He said: "Victims are entitled to have their 
rights clearly set out and enforced by a vic¬ 
tims' law. This is a golden opportunity to recast 
the criminal justice system as a criminal jus¬ 
tice service fit for victims."

Boy, 13, punched in 
face by two robbers 

■ A THIRTEEN-year-old boy suffered facial 
injuries after he was punched by two 
hooded robbers who stole his wallet. The 
victim and a 12-year-old boy were robbed 
in the Hillview recreation ground, Banbury, 
last Thursday at about 8.45pm. Police 
described one robber as white, aged 
between 16 and 18, and said he was 
wearing a dark hooded top and dark 
trousers. They described the other as mixed 
race and said he was also wearing a dark 
hooded top. The victim was treated at the 
Horton Hospital and released the next day.

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Minibus overturned injuring two 


Driver jailed 


for sleeping 


at the wheel 


A DRIVER who fell asleep at the wheel 
of a minibus which then overturned on 
the M40 has been jailed for seven 
months. 

Some 15 passengers were on the bus 
when it overturned near Banbury on June 9, 
2012, seriously injuring two. 

Mark Nicholson, 35, was driving from 
Wigan, Lancashire to an event at Portland 
Sailing Village, Weymouth, Dorset. 

He set off at 11.15am and, after stopping 
in Birmingham, the collision happened at 
3.15pm between junctions 12 and 11. 

The bus was in the middle lane and 
swerved into the outer lane near the central 
reservation and a passenger grabbed the 
steering wheel, said Robert Spencer-Bernard, 
prosecuting. 

Nicholson attempted to bring the vehicle 
under control, he said, but it swerved back 
and forth and toppled over. 

At Oxford Crown Court last Thursday 
Judge Patrick Eccles jailed Nicholson and 
banned him from driving for three years.

He said: "This was caused by a serious 
loss of concentration on your part where 
almost certainly you fell asleep. 

"But for the intervention of a passenger 
the vehicle would almost certainly have 
collided with the central reservation and the 
consequences could have been just as 
serious or more so. 


"The culpability is relatively high but not 
at the highest level. I am perfectly satisfied 
that this is so serious as to justify a sentence 
of imprisonment." 

Nicholson, of Abbey Hills Road, Oldham, 
Greater Manchester, pleaded guilty to 
driving without a licence and without 
insurance. The security guard falsely 
believed he was licensed to drive the bus, 
said Abdul Gofur, defending. 

He said Nicholson was a man of previous 
good character with a clean licence and was 
"genuinely remorseful". 
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Ward charts go hi-tech 


Digital era comes 
to hospital beds

BEDSIDE charts are to be replaced by computer 
tablets such as iPads at county NHS hospitals in a 
move towards a digital era. 

Hospital bosses said the scheme - to be rolled out 
with up to 500 tablet devices throughout the year - will 
save time and improve safety. 

Doctors and nurses currently use paper charts to 
record and assess vital signs like heart rate and blood 
pressure. If they need advice from a doctor, the chart 
has to be taken to them or consultants have to visit the 
ward. But under the scheme - devised with Oxford 
University - staff will input data that can be read at 
another iPad or tablet via a staff wi-fi network. 

The computer programme will also calculate a score 
based on the vital signs, a process previously done 
manually. 

These are then compared to records of similar 
patients' vital signs to help medics better predict when 
someone is deteriorating. 

Banbury's Horton General Hospital and the Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital, the Churchill Hospital, Nuffield 
Orthopaedic Centre will get the tablets. 

They are currently going through final trials at the 
Churchill's haemotology, oncology and Geoffrey Harris 
(respiratory, diabetes and endocrinology) wards, but 
£550,000 granted to the trust from the Department for 
Health's £260m Safer Wards NHS Technology Fund, will 
allow the scheme to be rolled out across all adult wards 
across the trust. 

Dr Peter Watkinson - who helped devise the scheme 
- said: "Doctors can be immediately aware of the data 
instead of the patients being hidden by being on paper 
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in a ward. You are trying to prevent patients from 
deteriorating badly by picking things up early, such as a 
cardiac arrest that could be avoided." 

Under the paper system, time gaps were "very 
variable", stretching from hours to minutes, said Dr 
Watkinson, a clinical researcher in critical care. 

Already some 3.8 million patient records are stored at 
hospitals and a storage facility at Upper Heyford, near 
Bicester. 

He said: "If you look at how a hospital 
works at night, one doctor will be looking 
after several wards. 

"A nurse will want to ring up a doctor to 
say 'I am concerned about this patient'. They 
can now have both a conversation whereas 
previously the chart was on the ward." 

Electronically linking vital signs to other 
records will show which patients are among 
the "most abnormal", he said. 

"Other patients in a similar situation are 
the best model to show when you are falling 
out of the normal area for that group of 
patients." 

Vital signs include temperature, respiration 
rate and the level of oxygen being received. 

Research assistant and A&E nurse Julia 
Knight said: "Bits of paper would go missing 
and charts would go somewhere else. It 
means more time at the patients' bedside. 

"Previously you had a paper chart and you 
are trying to get someone to review the 
patient and it is only in one place that is 
difficult for people in different areas." 

University Professor of Electrical 
Engineering Lionel Tarassenko, who has led 
the project, said: "The new system will help 
nurses, who work in busy environments, care 
for patients more efficiently. 

"The traditional chart-based method of 
recording data is susceptible to errors in 
recording and analysis of vital signs." 

He said it is a major step towards the 
"digital hospital" in which all sources of 
patient information are linked. 

He added: "This can only have a positive 
impact on patient safety." 

Major development costs have been saved 
by Oxford University Hospitals Trust - which 
runs the sites - working with the university. 

Another idea involves cutting prescription 
filling times by letting doctors write a 
prescription at the bedside to be 
automatically processed by a 'pharmacy 
robot'. 

This means that when a doctor prescribes 
medicine, it will be prepared, packed and 
dispatched automatically by the robot.

out on health checks 


GP PRACTICES should be given more money to 
encourage people to have regular health 
checks, it has been proposed. 

Oxfordshire's health improvement board is 
investigating ways to improve take-up of health checks 
offered by GPs to vulnerable people. 

It comes after it was revealed a target of 65 per cent 
attendance of health checks in the county was missed 
in the first two quarters of the current financial year. 

Between April and June, 4,1 65 (41.9 per cent) of the 
9,938 people invited to health checks turned up to 
appointments. Only 9,351 people of 19,557 (46 per 
cent) turned out between July and September. 

At the moment, practices get paid £2 for every 
invitation they send out and £15 for every health 
check carried out. 

Health checks are offered to all adults in England 
aged 40-74, who haven't already been diagnosed with 
vascular diseases or have risk factors such as high 
blood pressure, every five years. 

The Oxfordshire board, a group of councillors and 
officers from all six councils in the county, has called 
for changes to prompt an improvement in the number 
of people having health checks. 

Board member and South Oxfordshire district 
councillor Anna Badcock said many practices were 
not reminding their patients about health checks. 

She said she had received an invitation in the post 
and decided to wait to see how long it would take her

practice to follow it up, but did not hear anything for 
six months. 

Board chairman Mark Booty, pictured right, said 
better use of new technologies - such as text 
messaging - could be used to remind people. He said: 
"Throwing money at GPs won't solve the problem. 
They did not train to run marketing campaigns." 

He suggested the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group had more resources and skills 
to run such campaigns.

Sdentists pioneer shoulder injury treatment 


AN INNOVATIVE patch has been 
developed by Oxford scientists to 
repair shoulder tissue. 

The protective patch, which 
wraps around soft tissue repairs, 
will be used by surgeons to repair 
torn tendon tissue. Patient trials 
are expected to begin this year. 

It promotes faster healing in the 
rotator cuff - the muscles and 


tendons which control movement 
of the shoulder. 

And the material degrades and is 
absorbed by the body after three 
to six months. 

Andy Carr, an Oxford University 
Hospitals surgeon and Nuffield 
Professor of Orthopaedic Surgery 
at the University of Oxford, led 
the development of the patch. 


He said: "Around a third of the 
population will suffer from 
shoulder pain due to tendon 
disease at some time in their life, 
making it the third most common 
musculoskeletal complaint. 

"This type of injury will not kill 
you but it can seriously affect 
your quality of life." 

If succesful it could be adapted 


for use in other tissue repair 
operations, such as heart surgery. 

The project is between the 
University of Oxford and Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Trust, 
and funded by the National 
Institute for Health Research, 
Oxford Biomedical Research Unit 
and the Medical Research 
Council.

Figures reveal crimes 
committed in libraries 


MAKING a noise in a library is 
frowned upon, but figures have 
revealed the traditionally quiet 
book rooms have been the scene 
of thefts, assaults and public 
order offences. 

Police statistics show that more 
than 100 crimes have been commit¬ 
ted in Oxfordshire's libraries in the 
past three years. 

Incidents include a sex crime, a 
racially aggravated assault, and a case 
of outraging public decency. 

But the most common crime is theft 
which made up 81 of the county's 106 
Iibrary crimes between Apri 12010 and 
October 2013. 

Oxford-based authorTim Pears said 
he was surprised by the figures and felt 
sorry forthe librarians who had to deal

with criminals. He said: "You don't 
think of libraries as the kind of places 
criminals hangout in, butmaybethere 
is a more educated kind of criminal in 
Oxfordshire." 

But he said: "If they are stealing the 
books that is terrible, that is a dis¬ 
grace." 

The author questioned whether the 
introduction of computers at libraries 
had attracted more criminals. 

But he said it was important 
libraries remained open to the public, 
adding: "It is good a library is acces¬ 
sible to everybody otherwise it is 
going to lose its meaning. 

"So it's the price you are going to 


have to pay for having open access. 
The last thing you would want is secu¬ 
rity on the door." 

The figures, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show 
there were 35 library crimes in 
2010/11, 32 in 2011/12, and 23 in 
2012/13. 

But the fall appears to be reversing 
as from Apri I to October last year there 
had been 16 crimes recorded. 

Other crimes at our libraries 
include an incident of harassment and 
outraging public decency at the 
Oxford Central Library, a crime under 
the Computer Misuse Act in Oxford 
University's Sackler Library in St John 
Street, an assault at the historic 
Bodleian Library in Broad Street, and 
an attempted burglary at Bury Knowle 
Library. 

Oxford Central Library has had the 
most crimes, with 47 incidents report¬ 
ed at its Westgate Centre site, run by 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

County council spokesman Marcus 
Mabberley reminded readers to look 
after their belongings in libraries - as 
they would anywhere else.

■ Crimestoppers charity in 
action for quarter century

A CRIME-FIGHTING charity is 
celebrating 25 years and 
increasing success in 
Oxfordshire. 

Independent group Crimestoppers 
enables informants to make 
anonymous tip-offs relating to crimes 
without being traced. 

Statistics from the charity show 
there were 758 calls from 
Oxfordshire in the last financial year 
- up 259 per cent on the 211 made 
in 1999/00. 

The national charity was launched 
in 1988 and the Thames Valley 
branch opened in 1998. 

One Oxford-based volunteer, who 
asked not to be named, said: "Like 
so many people, I want to give back 
to my community, which is why I 
volunteer. 

"However, Crimestoppers is 
special because it enables ordinary 
members of the public to make their 
own communities safe, and not Just 
be the victims or witnesses. 

"People do not have to feel 
helpless, concerned that they will 
end up in court or exposed if they 
report what they know. It's a great 
service." 

The volunteer of more than six 
years said she did everything 
from giving talks to 
fundraising. 

Phil Gomm, pictured, 


chairman of Thames Valley 
Crimestoppers, said the number of 
county crimes solved by 
Crimestoppers tip-offs were 
unknown because information given 
to police was never traced or 
followed up because of the charity's 
rules on keeping informants 
anonymous. 

He said details from callers to the 
charity's London-based call centre 
were blocked 


and deleted so volunteers did not 
know who had called and the 
service allowed witnesses to help 
solve crime without having to go 
to court. 

He added: "Within Oxfordshire, 
Crimestoppers has developed a 
really good relationship with the 
public. 

"More and more people have 
realised they can report crime 
anonymously to us and help solve it." 

Sara Thornton, Thames Valley 
Police chief constable, said the force 
received 3,086 pieces of 
"significant" information through the 
charity between April 2012 and May 
this year - an increase of 13 per cent 
on the previous year. 

She said: "We understand that 
sometimes it is difficult for members 
of the public to contact us directly, 
whether through fear of being 
identified or a reluctance to speak to 
the police." 

Anthony Stansfeld, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for Thames 
Valley, added: "Public engagement 
is key to effective crime 
reduction."

Don't miss school bus deadline 


MEMBERS of the public haveless than a week to 
have their say on home to school transport changes. 

Oxfordshire County Council previously 
announced it was extending the deadline from 
December 15 to January 14. 

It is the second time Oxfordshire County Council 
has tried to get the proposals off the ground, with 
the first consultation shelved earlier this year after 
the council realised that its consultation would not 
fit the original criteria set by Government. 

Under the plans, which the council claims could 
save £2m, parents will be charged up to £584 a 
year for school bus services if they do not send 
their children to the nearest school. 

There has so far been about 1,000 comments 
made as part of the consultation. 

The council said longer consultation would give 


officers more time to look at replies and build up a 
comprehensive picture. 

Oxfordshire County Council leader Ian Hudspeth 
said: "From a practical perspective, it gives our 
officers more time to go through the responses 
and present the cabinet with a comprehensive 
picture of public opinion. 

“I have taken part as a panellist at nine public 
meetings on this issue and there has certainly 
been lively debate. 

“I would now urge anyone who has not yet 
submitted their views to visit our website.” 

A final decision is due to be made at a special 
cabinet meeting at a date to be announced.

1. Self-care — be prepared 

Making sure you are as well as you 
can be, and protecting yourself 
from winter infections and viruses 
is important. To begin with, make 
sure you are prepared and your 
medicine cabinet is stocked up with: 

• Paracetamol or ibuprofen for 
pain and / or fever in adults 
or children 

• Anti-diarrhoeal medicine 

• Rehydration mixture 

• Plasters 

• A thermometer 

If you are unlucky enough to get a 
cough, cold or flu, buying over the 
counter medicine, staying at home 
and keeping warm will make you 
feel much better. Of course, if your 
symptoms worsen, you should seek 
a routine doctor's appointment or 
call NHS 111 for advice. 

If you are pregnant, are aged 
over 65, or have a long term 
health condition (such as 
diabetes, asthma and a heart 
condition), you can get a free 
seasonal flu jab from your GP. 

If you have a computer, the NHS 
Choices symptom checker can 
be very useful in helping you to 
manage any worrying symptoms. 
There is a wide range of up- to- date 
health information on the NHS 
Choices website.

2. Pharmacists 

Pharmacists can offer a range of 
healthcare services; they provide 
additional services such as advice 
about minor illnesses (for example 
coughs, colds, diarrhoea and 
vomiting), advice on how to 
manage your medicines as well 
as ordering repeat prescriptions. 
Most pharmacists also offer private 
consulting rooms so you do not 
need to talk over the counter. 
People are urged to be aware of 
local pharmacy openings times 
and also to restock their winter 
medicine cabinet with remedies to 
treat common winter ailments. 


3. NHS 111 

If it is not a 999 emergency and 
you do not know who to call for 
medical help, perhaps because your 
GP surgery is closed, then you can 
call NHS 111 for advice. Calls from 
landlines and mobiles will be free. 

4. Minor Injuries Units 

Minor injuries units are for injuries, 
such as deep cuts, eye injuries, 
broken bones, severe sprains, minor 
head injury, minor burns and scalds. 
Many people go to A&E when they 
could be treated just as well and 
probably quicker at a minor injuries 
unit. 

In A&E staff must give priority 
to serious and life-threatening 
conditions, so if you go there with 
a minor injury you may have to wait 
longer to be seen. It is better to go 
to a minor injuries unit if there is 
one locally. 

You do not need an appointment 
to visit a minor injuries unit. 

They are run by a team of highly 
qualified nurse practitioners with 
a lot of experience and expertise 
in the treatment of minor injuries. 
Minor injuries units can treat a wide 
variety of problems including cuts 
and grazes, sprains and strains, 
broken bones (fractures), bites 
and stings,minor eye infections 
and scratches or something stuck 
in your eye.

If you think that you may need 
help from a doctor when your GP is 
closed, then call NHS111. 

The out-of-hours service provides 
urgent medical care from 6.30 
pm to 8.00 am on weekdays and 
round the clock at weekends and 
bank holidays. Remember to call 
first before going to an urgent 
care centre as you will be given 
an appointment and will avoid an 
unnecessary wait. 

Patients do not need to register for 
out-of-hours services. 

8. A&E / 999 

A&E departments should only be 
used in a critical or life threatening 
situation. A&E departments provide 
immediate emergency care for 
people who show the symptoms 
of serious illness or who are badly 
injured. 

Dialing 999 and stating that there 
is a medical emergency will result 
in an emergency response vehicle 
being sent to your location.

with home turf 


F olk-rockers Fairport 

Convention have put their 
rustic corner of North 
Oxfordshire on the musical

map. 

Their annual Cropredy Festival 
brings tens of thousands of fans to 
the fields outside Banbury every 
summer, while regular local gigs 
keep the band's profile high in their 
adopted home county. But while a 
steady stream of past and present 
members have settled in the 
Banburyshire 'folk-rock belt', one 
Fairport stalwart has special claim to 
local fame. 

Joining the band back in 1996, 
Chris Leslie is a relatively recent 
addition to the line-up. He is also a 
true local, being brought up in 
Banbury and now living in nearby 
Adderbury. 

"You could say I am a real local," 
he says cheerfully, speaking from his 
home. 

Next month the band continue 
their traditional winter tour with a 
set at St John the Evangelist Church, 
in Iffley Road, Oxford. 

"It's nice to be playing in Oxford 
again," says Chris. "I'll be on my 
home turf. I don't know about the 
Londoners and Brummies in the 
band but, for me, the closer to 
home I play, the better, because 


more people who know me will 
turn up. 

"It's nice but a little nerve- 
wracking too as I always want to 
play a good gig for my friends in the 
audience." 

A multi-instrumentalist, Chris was 
invited to Join the band to replace 
Martin Allcock. 

Despite being a fiddler by trade, 
with a qualification in violin 
making, Fairport already possessed a 
violinist, in the shape of Ric 
Sanders, so Chris had to branch out. 

"I'm a fiddler, whereas Ric is a 
violinist," he says. "The difference is 
in how you play the instrument. A 
classical violinist draws stuff out 
through the bow, but I push things 
out. 

"But I also dabble with lots of 
other things and have taken on as 
many wide-ranging instrumental 
duties as I can so I play bouzouki, 
mandolin, whistle, banjo and I sing. 

"When I see an instrument, I can't 
help but pick it up and delve into 
what it can do. Sometimes a new 
instrument will lead you in a 
different way and inspire new things 
to happen. It's like entering new 
territory." 

By way of example, he cites the

gift of a Portuguese guitar (six 
courses of strings with a 'butterfly' 
array of tuners) and a nine-stringed 
Norwegian Hardanger fiddle. Both 
now feature in the Fairport 
repertoire. 

Formed by Simon Nicol, Ashley 
Hutchings and Richard Thompson in 
1967, Fairport Convention took its 
name from Nicol's family home in 
North London. Their blending of 
electric rock with traditional English 
folk was groundbreaking and went 
on to influence many other 
musicians. Their fourth album, 

1969's Liege & Lief; is regarded as 
the first major British folk-rock 
record, and one of the most 
influential albums of all time. 

The band are inextricably linked 
to their Cropredy Festival - which 
started in 1979 as a farewell 
concert. Far from being their swan 
song, the event, like the band, has 
continued to flourish and now 
attracts 20,000 people over three 
days. 

Being a fan of the band before 
being asked to join, Chris admits to 
feeling the weight of the group's 
history on his shoulders. He says: 
"I've been in the band for 1 7 years. 
Most bands have come and gone in 
that time, but in terms of Fairport's 
history, it's quite a short time. 

"I knew them as friends before 
and used to be part of lots of 
peripheral things around the band, 
but never thought it would happen." 

He has also become one of the 
band's songwriters, though says, 
modestly: "I see myself as a 
musician who writes songs rather 
than a songwriter. It doesn't occupy 
every moment of my life." 

He adds: "This line-up has 
continued since 1998 though, and is 
the most stable in the band's history, 
and it works very well. Fairport is a 
wonderful band to be in. What I like 
is its fantastic back catalogue. If you 
ask 100 people who like the band 
what their favourite songs are, you'll 
get 100 different answers. 

"We are looking at music for the 
next studio album. It's always 
exciting - and hopefully we'll get 
some of the new songs into the set." 

And, he said, he can't wait to get 
on the road for the band's 31-date 
winter tour: "We go up as far as 
Edinburgh, down as far as Exeter 
and out as far as Llandudno. 

"I like going out and seeing the 
audience. Fairport has always been 
a touring band and it's a lovely thing 
to do. It's a musician's reason for 
being."

A s a contemporary visual artist, 
Steve McQueen ploughed his 
own furrow. He collected the 
coveted Turner Prize in 1999, ahead 
of bookie's favourite Tracey Emin, 
for three pieces including a video 
work Deadpan in which he 
recreated the falling house stunt 
from the Buster Keaton silent film 
Steamboat Bill Jr. 

In 2006, McQueen responded 
powerfully to the war in Iraq by 
representing the portraits of fallen 
British soldiers as a sheet of stamps 
entitled Queen And Country. 

When he made the transition to 
feature-length films, McQueen was 
equally uncompromising. His 
bravura debut Hunger recounted 
the story of Bobby Sands (Michael 
Fassbender) through the eyes of 
fellow Irish Republican prisoners 
while his incendiary 2011 follow¬ 
up, Shame, dealt candidly with sex 
addiction. 

For his third feature, McQueen 
considers the slave trade from the 
perspective of a free black man, 
who was kidnapped in 1841 and 
suffered 12 years of abuse on the 
plantations of Fouisiana before he 
was reunited with his loving family.

Northup and adapted for the screen 
by John Ridley, 72 Years A Slave is a 
masterpiece that sears into the 
retina with every artfully composed 
frame. 

Solomon (Chiwetel Ejiofor) lives 
with his wife Anne (Kelsey Scott), 
daughter Margaret (Quvenzhane 
Wallis) and son Alonzo (Cameron 
Zeigler). An encounter with two 
seemingly respectable gentlemen - 
Messrs Brown (Scoot McNairy) and 
Hamilton (Taran Killam) - changes 
Solomon's life forever. 

He wakes up in chains and learns 
he has been sold into slavery. 

Theophilus Freeman (Paul 
Giamatti) takes delivery of Solomon 
and ignores pleas for leniency, 
snarling, "My sentimentality 
stretches the length of a coin". 

Solomon's first master, Ford 
(Benedict Cumberbatch), is kind but 
fate delivers the lead character to 
sadistic Edwin Epps (Michael 
Fassbender). Epps takes a shine to 
one of the slave girls, Patsey (Fupita 
Nyong'o), to the chagrin of his 
unfeeling wife (Sarah Paulson). 

Solomon is caught in the 
crossfire, finding a means to 
orchestrate escape with the help of 
an abolitionist called Bass (Brad 
Pitt), who also believes that "slavery 
is an evil that should befall none". 

72 Years A Slave is the deserved 
frontrunner for Best Picture at this 
year's Oscars and it would be 
impossible to deny McQueen's film 
an entire mantelpiece of gold 
statuettes.

H 


and anyone a pencil and 
paper and ask them to 


sketch a Porsche and I can 
bet you a tenner what they will 
draw. 

A luxury four-door saloon, or a 
spacious, practical two-tonne off- 
roader? No. It will be a sleek two- 
seater with styling so sharp it could 
make you bleed just looking at it. 

I can fully understand why the 
German carmaker has felt it neces¬ 
sary to diversify from its racetrack 
roots — indeed the Cayenne 4x4 
was its worldwide best-seller in 
October — but its forte remains the 
lightweight, head-turning and outra¬ 
geously powerful coupe. 

That in a nutshell is the mid- 
engined Cayman. And it is that 
potent engine that beats at the heart 
of this stunning-looking sports car. 

The six-cylinder boxer engine 
pours 275 horsepower into the rear 
wheels, rocketing the car from a 
standing start to 62mph (lOOkm/h) 
in 5.7 seconds, when the car is fitted 
with a standard six-speed manual 
gearbox. Fit the optional seven- 
speed automatic gearbox and com¬ 
bine that with the racy-sounding 
Sport Chrono package, as fitted to 
the test car, and that sprint time is 
sliced down to 5.4 seconds. 

All this pure performance is one 
thing, but it is how that raw power is 


delivered that makes the Cayman a 
real joy. 

Solid, unruffled and totally con¬ 
trollable, the Cayman might pack an 
awesome punch, but it never feels 
anything except perfectly balanced. 

The Cayman has a new chassis 
and significantly lower weight com¬ 
pared to the previous model, which 
translates to a cut in fuel consump¬ 
tion of up to 15 per cent, compared 
to the previous model. 

Having said that, this is not a car 
that enjoys life in the city. A 3.9-mile 
cross-city crawl from West Oxford 
through to the north of the city in the 
laughingly-named rush-hour saw 
fuel consumption rise to 13.3mpg. 

But forget congested city roads, 
this is a car which lives for life on the 
open road, and the twistier and 
more complex the curves the better. 

The new Cayman is up to 30kg 
lighter, depending on the specific 
model and equipment, and in addi-

tion, the body is 40 per cent stiffer, 
which further enhances the sporti¬ 
ness of the car in bends. 
Consumption also recovers remark¬ 
ably, with more than 35mpg a day- 
to-day reality. 

The sculpted edges, longer wheel¬ 
base, broader track and lower body 
height combine to make the 
Cayman look as good as it performs.
